Reagan May Appear At CSUS 


Governor Ronald Reagan may 


speak at CSUS. the Cultural 
Programs Committee was told 
yesterday if they approve the 


symposium he is included in at a 
cost of $3,000 

Harry Aron. 
member and coordinator of the 
symposium “Psychiatry vs 
Citizenship.” told the committee 
that Reagan will appear for free if 
he appears at all. The other 
symposium speakers including 
Thomas Szas7 and R. Leifer of 
New York and M. Foucalt of 
France — charge speakers fees and 
transportation costs which total 
$3,000. 

Faced with a reduced budget and 
three more symposium proposals, 
the new Cultural Programs Com- 
mittee was reluctant to commit 
27% of its remaining $11,000 in 
general funds at its first meeting 
All four proposed symposia will be 
discussed at their next meeting, 
Monday at 2 p.m 

The budget-conscious com- 
mittee also cancelled three ten- 
tative speakers at a savings of 
$2.5%5. They learned that Phillip 
Slater, author of the well-known 
Pursuit of Lonliness had been 
buoked at Sacramento § City

Ludwig also plans to approach 
the Student Senate for clarification 
of the guidelines that accompanied 
ethnic and women’s cultural events 
allocations iast June.

A Student Senate ad hoc com- 
mittee on Cultural Programs em- 
phasized in its findings that 
proposals should come from any 
student not just members of 
campus groups or, in the case of

The ad hoc committee did not 
specify whether “any student” ap- 
plied only within the group whose 
funds would be effected, or to any 
student on campus. For instance, 
may a white male request funds 
from the Chicano allocation to br- 
ing a Chicana speaker? If not, may 
he request them from women's 
funds? 


The Cultural Prograrns Com- 
mittee also agreed to vote by secret 
ballot on proposals submitted to 
them. The new voting system was 
imitiated to prevent committee 
members from being subjected to 
undue pressure from special 
interest groups

Professors Oppose 
Reagan Tax Initiative

The United Professors of 
California (UPC). a state-wide 
organization growing both on 
campus and throughout the state, 
has come out against the proposed 
tax refund, reduction and reform 
program known as Proposition 1. 
sponsored by Gov. Reagan 

Emanuel Gale. president of the 
UPC local 1593 at CSUS, ex- 
plained that his organization is 
against the proposition because if 
passed Nov. 6, it would drastically 
change the current Caiifornia tax 
structure and could force the 
lowering of academic standards in 
the state university system while in- 
creasing tuition for students 

Although disputed = by 
proponents of the measure, Gale 
feels that, as a result of the 
“political system in California.” 
those funds raised through tuition 
are not likely to stay at the campus 
from which they came, but would 
be shifted around the state to areas 
of political popularity 

Gale also commented that the 
increase in tuition alone would be 
disastrous because it would cause 
many students to be “screened out” 
of the college system 


Gale described the UPC as a 
“progressive organization,” whose 
membership now includes 45% of 
the school’s faculty and hopes to 
reach over 50% in the near future 

Experiencing what Gale termed 
a “dramatic” increase in member- 
ship over the last two years, the 
UPC has been pursuing a wide 
projects. all aimed 
towards assisting the faculties of 
California's colleges and univer- 
sities in upgrading the level of 
education in California 

The organization claims to be 
the largest union of professors in 
the United States, and ts affiliated 
with the United Federation of 
Teachers, AFL-CIO. Due to its 
size. the gorup feels they are in an 
excellent position to obtain collec- 
tive bargaining privileges which, 
according to Gale, have produced 
“impressive results in other states.” 

In another area of concern on 
campus, that of minority and sex 
discrimination, the local chapter of 
the UPC has been participating in 
the Affirmative Action Committee 
in an attempt to relieve some of the 
problems that face the university in 
this regard 

The findings of the committee 
call for an increase in the nurnber 
of minorities on the 
faculty to help reduce the class sizes 
and help reduce the discrimination 
problem on campus

According to Gale, however. 
progress is restricted due to limited 
resources. “There is a need for 
more teachers from the minorities, 
yet there are not enough resources 
available to open new positions. 
The problem is very clearly forcing 
a situation of cannibalism among 
the staff.” 

Aside from the efforts of the 
UPC on campus, the organization 
is pressing legislative programs 
developed by representatives from 
around the state. In addition. a 
Women’s Caucus has been in ex- 
istence for over a year in which 
regular meetings of state-wide 
representatives are held to work on 
the problems of sex discrimination

Tax and Expenditure 


Limitation -- Pros 


This is another of a series of articles written by Joe Hay, Legislative 
Advocate for the students in the California State University and 
Colleges. 


Proposition | will be before the voters of Calitormia on Nov. 6ina 
special election called by the Governor of California. The election 1s 
being held for the purpose of voting on an initiative measure which his 
obtained the necessary signatures to be placed before the voters of 
Califorma. Proposition | is entitled “The Tax and Expenditure 
Limitation.” The proponents of the issue state that the initiative would 
amend the constitution to provide for the following: 


1. A permanent state income reduction of 7!4 per cent effective 
Jan. 1, 1974; 

2. Exempt individuals with an adjusted gross income of less than 
$4.000 and married couples and or heads of households with adjusted 
gross income of less than $X,000 from paying any state income taxes: 

3. Reduce the taxes assessed by the state government upon the in- 
dividual in annual increments of | per cent over a 1S-vear period toa 
permanent kvel of 7 per cent by fiscal year 19X9-90 

4. Prevent future state legislatures trom changing the imitautionon 
taxation placed on local government as outlined in Senate Bill 90. the 
property tax reliet-school aid measure: 

5 Establish and limita state emergency fund to be expended only it 
the Governor declares a state of emergency. with concurrence ofa 2 3 
vote of the legislature 

6. Require the legislature to pass by a 2 
referendum te be submitted toall the people of Cahtornia. any attempt 
to exceed the permanent ceiling placed upon stite taxes (as outlined in 
Item No. 3), 

Requires a2 3 vote of the legislature to change the rate or basis

of any state tar. 

& Permits the revenue ceiling to be exceeded only if federal law or 
court action requires that the state take over a funetson (and the finan- 
cing) normally assumed by local government 

9. And adds requirement that surplus state revenues must he used 


either to replenish the above-outlined emergency tund or by re-retund 


In stressing the need for the tax reduction proposal. the Governor 
who submitted the plan, states that in 1973 a ts estimated that the com- 
bined revenues of federal. state. and local governments will be more 
than 43 percent of California's total personal income He also says that 
unless this trend changes. by 1990. the percentage will reach nearly $4 
per cent of personal income 

The Governor makes a comparison between his tax limitation plan 
and SB 90 which passed the state legislature in 1972. SB 90 imposed 
limits on local government spending. He says that the proposal will ac- 
complish the same results at the state level. by placing a permanent 
limit on the amount of revenue the state may take trom the people of 
Calitornia to finance state government 

There has been much reaction both from the legislature and public 
orgamations to the plan and tts possible effect on the state of Calitor- 


nia. The next article will cover reactions to the plan by both the
